Informed sources said U. S. dis­ 
arm am ent expert Harold E. Stas- 
sen would submit it formally in 
the U.N. D isarm am ent Subcommit­ 
tee. The next m eetirjj is scheduled 
for Friday.

Christian Pineau flew to London 
today but was delayed in traffic 
en route from the airport and did 
not make this morning s two-hour 
session. 
Dulles was expected to fill him 
in on the details at lunch. Both 
were scheduled to attend another 
western session this afternoon.

said 
Stassen's presentation of the new 
western plan and his step by step 
explanation of it to Soviet Dele­ 
gate Valerian Zorin would require 
two weeks more of meetings here. 


FRIDAY’S MEETING .already 
twice postponed, is expected to ap­ 
prove a report to the parent Dis­ 
arm am ent Committee and request 
permission for continued meetings 
of the subcommittee. It was be­ 
lieved Zorin had agreed to this 
Wednesday at lunch with Dulles

London sources said the dele­ 
gates were agreed on an American 
•'open 
skies" 
inspection

but were reported to have en­ 
countered West German objections 
to a Soviet plan to install ground 
observers in the West. 


BUT A WEST German govern­ 
ment spokesman in Bonn denied 
that West German objections to 
ground inspection were holding up 
the London disarm am ent talks. 
Well informed German sources 
said any difficulties in the ground 
inspection scheme arose out of the 
problem of controlling the inspec­ 
tors.

said West Germany was reluctant 
to see Soviet inspectors roaming 
about Germany. 
A meeting by Dulles. Pineau 
and Lloyd would be the first Big 
Three get together since the Suez

Oklahoma Guards Block 
Roads to Stop Anthrax 


VINITA, Okla. (UP) — National Guardsmen today 
manned roadblocks on all roads in this area In an at­ 
tempt to keep an outbreak of a deadly livestock disease 
from spreading. 
. 
The guardsmen are permitting no livestock to leave 
the area plagued with an outbreak of anthrax which 
Harold Hutton, Oklahoma Board of Agriculture presi­ 
dent, terms the.second most severe in the nation dur­ 
ing the past 15 years. 
Gov. Raymond Gary, acting on Hutton's advice, dis­ 
patched the guard to Craig County in North-eastern 
Oklahoma to enforce the quarantine when reports of 
farmers and ranchers shipping stock and produce out 
of Ihe area were received. 
The guardsmen were Instructed to prevent move­ 
ment of livestock, poultry, milk and eggs from the area. 
All cars and trucks were being slopped. If the vehicles 
contained any animals whatsoever, including pets such 
as dogs and cats, the motorists names and addresses 
were recorded. 
All livestock and produce from the area was being 
turned back, and only trucks with stock passing 
through the area could continue. 
Approximately 150 animals have died. The disease 
is fatal to cattle, hogs, sheep and other animals and is 
dangerous to human life. 
Cattlemen have been burning the carcasses of their 
animals as a percautionary measure.

Shifting nervously from one foot 
to the other, you glance at hun­ 
dreds. wearing hats and shoes, 
and frolicking in Ihe park. They 
are lunging into the air at volley- 
balls. pitching horseshoes, splash- 
I ing in a swim pool, or dozing 
! comfortably under an oak tiee. 


AND SO, FULL of apprehen­ 
sions. you have to be a good sport. 
Your first difficulty comes when 
you shove your 
hands towards 
your pockets. No pockets. 
Later you fumble for your cig­ 
arettes. No cigarrettes either. You 
didn't have Ihe foresight to stuff 
a pack in your sock. 
Then you get irked with carry­ 


ing your wallet in case you want 
to buy pop. You leave it on the 
grass where it will still be hours 
later. 


THESE ARE SOME of the ex­ 
periences you would haae if you 
were reporting on the convention 
of the Western Sunbathing Asso­ 
ciation at Oak Leaf Ranch. Wilton, 
a meeting preparatory to the na­ 
tional get-together at Los G a l o s , 
Calif., now underway. 
Notebook in hand, you ask peo­ 
ple why they are nudists. Some 
answers: 
"W* like sunshine and fresh air 
We don't think 
our m aker 
in­ 
tended humans to be covered in 
the sun."

"It's a 
delightfully 
unencum­ 
bered way of life. Each time you 
want to swim, you jump in the 
pond. 
No bother 
with 
dressing 
rooms, checking things, and slip­ 
ping into wet, cold suits." 


"WHEN YOU COME here, you 
put away many things. Social dis­ 
tinctions, 
for example. 
No one 
knows if you are a doctor or I 
mechanic, rich or poor " 
“You also put away your sense 
of shame. We don t think 
there 


is 
anything 
about 
the 
human 
body that needs concealment. Evil 
is in the mind, not the body.” 
Inquire If nudity is provocative, 
and they say not al all. "Bikinis 
are much more suggestive." 
You look around, and decide that 
if the people were wearing clothes 
the 
scene would 
be 
a 
typical 
church picnic. In fact, most of the 
time you forget that it is not. 


CONVERSATION IS largely a 
bout volleyball, or club politics, 
or who has the cutest hat, or who 
is going to win the ping pong 
trophy. 
Almost everyone is with his fam ­ 
ily. and the ages run the gamut- 
eight weeks to 80 years 
Many of those present are adol­ 
escents. Their parents say sun­ 
bathing is a deterreii to juvenile 
delinquency. The teenagers aren't 
bothered with curiosity about sex­ 
ual differences 
and don't think 
smutty jokes to be funny. 
Nudists are optimistic about the 
future of their movemer.'. 
Sol Stem, of San Francisco, the 
W'SA president, says it is gaining 
more and more public acceptance, 
and many nudists m ake no secret 


ol their recreational preference 


HE SAYS THAT the national 
meeting is being held at the in­ 
vitation of the San Jose Chamber 
of Commerce, and will be opened 
at ceremonies to be attended by 
the mayor.

Like other T aft supporters I found it 
som ewhat difficult at first to support 
General 
Eisenhower, particularly be­ 
cause his nom ination was engineered in 
part by some New Deal Republicans. 
N evertheless, we had to face the fact 
th at things were In a terrible m ess at 
W ashington. We were still fighting a 
w ar In Korea which our soldiers were 
not perm itted to win. Through blund­ 
ers, selfish egotism and even dow nright 
disloyalty of those in high places in the 
last two adm inistrations we had betray­ 
ed China and turned over ten countries 
to Russian domination. Adlai Stevenson 
was not the m an to bring about a 
change. 
It takes only this glance backw ard to 
realize how fortunate we are to have a 
man in the W hite House with the integ­ 
rity and patriotic devotion to public 
service th a t Dwight Eisenhow er pos­ 
sesses. Most of the world problems 
which President Eisenhower and the 
State D epartm ent faced a t that time 
and have had lo struggle with ever since 
are due largely to these blunders and 
disloyal acts of a com m unist-infected 
State D epartm ent. This is a fact that 
cannot be denied. 
Eisenhow er m ay be no super-diplo­ 
m at but he has had an excellent back­ 
ground and Is possessed of some m ighty 
fine qualifications to lead this nation 
out of its international difficulties.

CHAIRMAN EDWIN E. Willis 
fD.. La.) is a thick-set Southern 
lawyer with 
streaky, 
stand-up 
hair and a penetrating manner 
of inquiry He is beginning the 
probe — as ail good chairmen 
should — with a preconviction 
that something is wrong and that 
his investigation will prove it. 
Congressman W i l l i s has al­ 
ready said for quotation that the 
Justices of the Supreme Court 
have beer, usurping the law-mak­ 
ing and executive po-s-rs which 
properly belong lo Congress and 
the President. How have 
t h e 
Justices done this ? On the basis 
of the recent record, they have 
done it by their overconcern for 
the individual and (heir show-off 
hostility toward the rest of our 
American society. 
The Willis subcommittee has 
begun by a study of 
the Sup­ 
rem e Court decision in the case 
of Mallory v. United S t a t e s . 
This Mallory was picked up in 
the District of Columbia for a 
crim e to which he confessed and

for which he was then arraigned 
Upon appeal, the Supreme Court 
released Mallory on the grounds 
that he was kept in the police 
station overnight before the a r­ 
raignment and that he confessed 
to a crim e without being proper­ 
ly and publicly told what it was. 


WHAT IS THE effect of this 
decision upon our police work 
and jurisprudence? U. S. Attor­ 
ney for the District of Columbia, 
Oliver Gasch, says that police 
officers, veterans as well as the 
rookies, are so confused that they 
hesitate to arrest even a red­ 
handed criminal who makes a 
confession. His case will almost 
surely be tossed out of court if 
the confession seem s to be ill- 
timed. 
It is conceivable, according to 
Gasch, that an orthodox confes­ 
sion 
made 
after 
arraignment 
could be nullified if the defendant 
appeared to be repeating one he 
had made beforehand. 


GARCH'S BOSS. Assistant At­ 
torney General Warren Olney III, 
of the criminal division, has de­ 
scribed the Mallory decision as 
a boon to organized crime. It 
gives 
the 
"kept" 
lawyers nnd 
mouthpieces of gangland another 
gimmick with which to "spring" 
their clients. Congressman Ken­ 
neth B. 
Keating 
iR . N. Y .i, 
ranking minority m em ber of tne 
House Judiciary committee, has 
a bill IH. R 8600* to straighten 
out this absurd tangle. Keating 
says; 
"The bill that I am introducing 
would simply provide that any 
delay In arraigning an accused 
person such as Mallory, in and 
of itself, 
could 
not 
constitute 
grounds for keeping a confession 
out of evidence." 


STUDY OF THE Mallory case 
is merely the first step of the 
Willis subcommittee in pursuing 
the alleged misrula of the Sup­ 
rem e Court. The path of inquiry 
now heads toward the Court's 
various rulings on the anti-sub­ 
versive laws, FBI records, the 
Girard case. 
Congressional 
in­ 
vestigations. 
and 
the use 
and 
misuse of the Bill of Rights. 
Chairman Willis feels that this 
is an unprecedented task because 
never in the history has the Vburt 
been so conspicuously stronger 
than either the Congress or the 
White House. It is no secret in 
town that President Eisenhower 
was just as furious over 
the 
Court's opening of the FBI files 
to defendants as any Congress­ 
man has been over other al­ 
leged usurpations. 


C O N G R E S S M A N WILLIS 
insists that he is not Investigat­ 
ing the Court, m erely the Court's 
decisions. But in trying to nar­ 
row the scope of his probe, he 
has, in my opinion, done just the 
reverse — he has broadened ;he 
scope to encompass not merely 
the Supreme Court but the na­ 
ture of our 
American 
govern­ 
ment. 
It appears to be that we have 
passed from our proper concern 
for the individual to an inordi­ 
nate pride in ourselves as indi- 
vidual-protectors. We have m ad% 
a fetish of individualism until the 
pillars of society are neglected 
and in jeopardy. 
It is like the bored children In 
the ultra-progressive school who 
beat up the teacher, and set fire 
to the building in the name of 
freedom. 
These children 
never 
learn one of the first laws of self­ 
government — the difference be­ 
tween liberty and license.

It is wont to inform outlanders 
that this part ol New Jersey was 
a breadbasket of the new nation 
in the years of the Revolution, that 
there was brisk fighting in Utese 
regions and lhal George Washing­ 
ton, if he didn't actually sleep 
here, at least knew the region and 
would liked to have slept here if 
he'd had a chance. 
There are also fine legends to 
the effect that the canny farm ers 
in this region sold their supplies 
to the British Army tor fancy 
prices by day. and then a t night 
captured them back in sprightly 
guerrilla skirmishing to give them 
(the supplies» 
next day to the 
rebels. 
And now there is new balm for 
the Flemington soul in a recent 
book. "The Gingerbread Age,"a 
t time on American Victorian a r­ 
chitecture by John Maass. 
"Flemington has one 
of 
the 
prettiest main streets in Ameri­ 
ca." .Maass says, and residents 
hope that people who read this 
will tend to forget about the trial. 
And Maass couldn’t be righter. 
In the nine years that Wild Oat 
Farm has held me In seftdom. I 
have loved every excuse that has 


taken me Into this village with Its 
quiet, pleasant streets shaded by 
huge, 
old 
trees 
whose 
boughs 
overlap to form a cool, shadowy 
tunnel In summer. 
This m ay be a small town, but 
the citizens a hundred years ago— 
some more, some less — built 
lovely big houses that have only 
mellowed and grown more beauti­ 
ful with age. If the age of Vic­ 
toria marked many of these old 
mansions, so did the Greek Re­ 
vival. That revival left its imprint 
not only on stately homes but on 
the old country courthouse (1828) 
where Richard Rruno Hauptmann 
was tried and convicted. 
The old. three-storied, red brick 
hotel with its wide piazza (still 
equipped with rocking chairs) and 
ils flower boxes filled with ge­ 
raniums and petunias Is also high­ 
ly regarded by Maass. (Innumer­ 
able newsmen from all over the 
world who stayed there during the 
Hauptmann trial will never for­ 
get it!) 
The house especially singled out 
as unique by Maass is one I have 
long hoped would be cither left 
to the town or acquired by it. 
It is a real Victorian fruitcake, 
built in 1834. a wooden replica of 
the Italian slone villas so much 
admired by our grandfathers. It is 
a generous three-story house with 
a central tower in front. There 
is. of course, a carriage house to 
match. It deserves preservation. 
But then, so does the whole vil­ 
lage. It is a beautiful remnant of 
a time before the row house and 
the suburban development, and 
even the two supermarkets on 
Main 
S t r eet 
cannot 
detract 
from it.
